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COMMEMORATIVE BIOGRAPHICAL RECORD OF THE CCUNTY OF YOPK 
Toronto, Ontario, 1907 


WILLIAM THOMAS HACKETT, D.B.S., of Toronto Junction, is a 
native of Canada and a member of a family long identified 
with this country. The family originated in Scotland, j 
whence, many years ago, members removed to the North of 
Ireland, where Thomas Hackett, father of the Doctor, was 
born in 1828, son of Thomas, also a native of the sane 
country. 

For same time the Ilacketts had been shoe manufacturers 
in Ireland, and Thomas Hackett, the father of Dr. William 
T., now follows that business at jlockl ay^ Qnt*, where he 
settled about 1845, having emigrated from County Tyrone, 
Ireland. Since settling at Hockley, Thomas Hackett has fol¬ 
lowed the same ousiness, and is one of the oldest business 
men of that place. He married Margaret Anderson, horn in 
Ireland, and to this union there were bom twelve children. 


five of whom survive, namely: John, a hop grower of the State 


of Oregon; Robert J., of Hockley; Dr. W. T.; and Misses 
Lizzie J. and Annie. 

Dr. William T. Hackett was bom at Hockley in 
1876, and his literary education was secured in the Collegiate 
Institute at Orangeville and Owen Sound. He entered the 
%he- Royal College of Dental Surgery of Toronto, and in 1899 
received the degree of L.D.S. from the University of Toronto. 
Soon after graduation he settled in the practice of his pro-, 
fession at Bolton, but in 1903, removed to Toronto Junction 
where he has since continued. Dr. Hackett's office is well
